WASHINGTON, ‘April 2.—The case is made against Spam. Unless all present indications 
fail, the Senate Committee om Foreign Relations will report and the Senate will pass the Foraker 
resolution, recognizing Cuban independence, directing the President to use the military and naval 
forces of the United States to drive Spain out of the island and fixing upon Spain responsibility 
for the destruction of the Maine. iu 

In effect, this resolution, which will certainly pass both houses of Congress, makes free Cuba 
the reparation demanded for the blowing up of the Maine. , 

The committee was in communication with the President during the day and was informed 
that while the President would make an carnest effort to get his message to Congress on Monday, he 
might not be able, on account of the great demands on his time, to get it in before Tuesday. He 


will at the same time supply copies of the Consular reports. 
There has been some doubt as to what retemmendations the President would make, if any,} 


would recommend both a recognition of independence and a declaration in favor of intervention. 

The committee was in session five hours to-day. Although the members have made an iron- 
clad agreement to disclose nothing of their deliberations, it was learned that the final note on the 
resolution which the committee will report will not be taken until Wednesday. 

The drawing of the resolution was intrusted to Senator Davis, the chajsman of’ the Com- 
mittee, and Senator Foraker, who introduced one of the resolutions in the Senate on Tuesday. 

Although the committee will be ready to report on Monday it will wait the\ President’s mes- 
sage Tuesday. | 

The Maine disaster engrossed most of five hours’ discussion to-day. The committee’s report 
will be the strongest indictment of Spain for that crime that has been made. The report will go 
much farther even than the findings of the sare of Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The President has had a day of mental anguish. He has not writ- 
ten one word of the “War Message” which he promised to send to Congress on Monday, because there 
is no war in his heart. .

DETAILED BY AN EXPERT. 


WASHINGTON. April 2—An interesting 
compilation of the naval strength avallab’s 
by Spain in case of war has been issueé@ 
. by Col. Wagner, the Chief of the Militar?

shows the total number of ships, including 
those now building, and such merchant ves- 
sels as may be impressed into service by 
Spain to be over 100. The compilation, how- 
ever, does not include coast derense vessels 
proper, nor a number of small special craft 
employed by the Spanish Government in 
special waters or under special circum- 


stances. There are éleven armored ships 
of an aggregate tonnage of over 81,000, ail 
of which except three have a speed of 20 
knots or more. 

There are 38 cruising ships, which includé 
cruisers proper, gunboats, torpedo gun- 
boats, gun vessels, dispatch vessels and@ 
sloops of war. All except eight of these are 
of less than 300 tons. About two-thirds 
are of less than 1200 tons. 

None of the cruising ships have any ar- 
mor except twa or three, which have @ 
slight deck protection. Thirteen of them 
have a speed above 18 knots. 

There are three gun vessels and four gun- 
boats designed “for service in Cuban wa- 
ters.”” They are of light tonnage and arma- 
ment. There are also 18 steel gunboats for 
service in Cuba, carrying each one 6-pound 
Maxim-Nordenfeldt rapid fire and one 1- 
pounder Maxim-Nordenfeldt automatic gun. 
In the torpedo boat destroyer class there are 
six vessels with a speed of 28 knots or over. 
There are 16 torpedo boats of light tonriage 
and a speed ranging from eight to 25% knots 
per hour, The ships building include the 
follow:ng: 

Battleship, unnamed, 11,000 tons, designed 
to make 19 khots; an armored cruiser, un- 
named, 10,500 tons, 21 knots; two protectea 
cruisers, the Reina Regente of 5372 tons and 
the Rio de la Platte of 1775 tons, each of 20 
knots; the torpedo gunboat Velos, 750 tons, 
20 knots, and torpedo gunboats, the number 
of which is not given. Thirteen vessels of 
the Compania Transatlantica of Cadiz are 
designated as being available for arming 
as cruisers. They averaged from 3084 to 
6982 gross tons each and have a speed of 
from 13% to 18 knots.

WASHINGTON, Apri 2.—A long confer- 
ence was held at the White House this 
morning, beginning at 10 o’clock, by the 
President, with Secretaries Alger, Long, 
Gage, Aitorney-General Griggs, Assistant 
Secretary of State Day, Chairman Dingley 
of the Ways and Means and Senators Frye, 
Wolcott, Burmows, Spooner, Elkins, Gear, 
Platt of Connecticut and Carter of Montana, 

The main tbpics were plans for raising the 
additional rdvenue necessary to carry on a 
war. The President, who is quite familiar 
with the whole subject, had invited Secre- 
tary Gage and Chairman Dingley to pre- 


pare a plark Chairman Dingley had done 
most.of the work on the war tax measure. 

As soon as war begins extraordinarily 
large appropriations will have to be at once 
made. From what could be learned at the 
conference to-day it is the intention of 
Chairman Dingley to introduce a bill pro- 
viding for an increased internal revenue tax 
on beer and tobacco as soon as Congress 
makes its declaration of hostilities. 

A new tax of $1 a barrel on beer would 
vield from $40,000,000 to $50,000,000 annually. 
Tea and coffee will also be taxed. Some of 
the money would have to be immediately 
available. An issue of $100,000,000 Treasury 
notes may be authorized at 3 per cent. These 
bonds will be what are known as short-term 
bonds. The present belief of the Adminis- 
tration Is that by the time bonds become due 
there will be sufficient money accruing 
from the increased revenue tax to meet 
them. 

Durin the discussion it was suggested 
that whisky would be a good article on 
which to increase the tax, but Secretary 
Gage resisted, saying that this tax was al- 
ready above the maximum revenue produc- 
To increase the tax will be to in- 

reasé illicit distilling. 

The conference continued until 1:30 this 
afternoon. The conferees of the President 
declined to state the specific articles which 
had been suggested “See which would 

kel tand an increased tax. 

The “question of raising money by an in- 
come tax was also discussed during the con- 
ference, but this was rejected by all or 
nearly all the Republican leaders, Several 
leaders on the other s‘de recommended an 
income tax on everybody as a special war 
measure, but It will not be adopted. The 
Supreme Court would of course eustain such 
a tax. It rejected the law which applied 
only to incomes over $000 per annum. The 
tax of 2 per cent on all incomes suggested 
to-day would tax'a man earning $500 per 
ear $10. While the tax upon certain great 
ndividual fortunes In the country would be 
h as $200,000 per annum. But not a 
Republican leader would consider 
this plan. The new taxes proses on beer, 
tobacco, tea and coffee will produce not leag 
than $100,000,000 more revenue annually.

The latter are 
all heavy draught and were purchased es- 
pecially for this work and the machines 

| were built by the St. Louis Car Company 
especialy to carry out this contract. They 
are fitted with all the latest improvements 
dn the street sweeping line and they prom- 
ise to give better service than h@s ever 
been given by a street sweeping brigade in 
Si. Louis. 

The new company has a contract extend. 
ing over a period of three years and is to 
be paid $170,000 per year for its work. This 
is the largest comtract for street sweeping 
the city has ever let. 

The new brooms commenced to sweep at 
dusk last evening. They started at Jeffer- 
son avenue and Locust street and then, 
coming down, swept the district between 
the river and Grand avenue and Chouteau

The inevitable has happened. W. C. Brann 
is dead. At 2 o’clock yesterday morning, 
eight hours! after his duel with Capt. Thos. 
E. Davis at Waco, Tex., he succumbed to 
the three wounds inflicted by an infuriated 
father who considered his daughter's rep- 
utatign besmirched by the scathing pen of 
the inscrutable and flery editor. 

His was the third life sacrificed to pas- 
sions aroused by a newspaper fight. Capt. 
Davis’ was the fourth. 

Another mun lost an arm and four other 
persons, unoffending bystanders, were 
wounded. ; 
All this was the result of vituperative 
journalism. ; 

Mr. Brann yielded to the popuiar demand 
for salacity. He did not stop at invective, 
Brilliant though he was, he stooped to 
the level of the mob, _— wrote and pub- 
lished that which his better nature forbade. 
The attacks he made, while they may have 
been justified by fact, were ultra in ‘tone 
and calculated to make for the writer the 
bitterest of enemies. This they did. They 
brought about a condition, fostered by a 
long period of strife, which could mean but 
one thing. That was death. 

Mr. Brann paid for his weakness with his 
life. 

He lived tn an atmosphere of hyperbole. 
He longed to be heard. He made himself 
heard.

Thoroughly informed officers of the United States Navy have informed the; 


authorities here that despite the fact that we have more ships, more guns and more 


men, the result of the first onset may not be certain victory for the stars and stripes. } 


Here are the two navies as they line up in the Government reports. 

Against our 33 armored ships, Spain will bring 11; the 1640 guns of our navy will 
have opposed to them 960 on the boats of the Spanish navy; in weight of ordnance, 
the United States is immeasurably superior, for we have 64 guns of from 40 to &0 
tons, 188 of from 20 to 40 tons, 317 of from 4 to 20 tons, and 1080 guns of: 4-ton 
weight. The opposing guns that Spain will bring to bear upon us will be 10 of from 


40 to 80 tons, 110 of from 20 to 40 tons, 286 of from 4 to 20 tons, and 


554 under 4 tons. 


Concentration being of importance in the art of war. the fact that Spain has, 
in point of number, a few more ships than the United States would be a disad- 


vantage to the Spaniards, for our fewer 


ships are infinitely more formidable and 


heavier armed, Thus the United States possesses 33 unarmored- ships, while Spain 


has 63,

of the second, while the United States has only 18 of the first and 9 of the second 


class.

In the opinion of some experts, 
it will be more effective to ram a battleship with a steel-beaked monster than to ex- 
plode a torpedo under her bows. 

The difference between a torpedo-boat destroyer, sometimes called a torpedo- 
boat catcher, and an ordinary torpedo-boat is simply one of degree. The destroyers 
are large torpedo-boats. Their mission is to destroy the ordinary torpedo-boats. 
These little vessels, whose purpose is to harass the large ships of an attacking fleet, 
are the guerrillas of naval warfare. They range in length from 90 to about 160 feet, 
in speed from 20 to 30 knots, in weight from 100 to 500 tons. The destroyers have 
the greatest speed. Each carries several rapid-fire guns, usually of the 4-pound cali- 
ber. Its torpedo outfit consists of two to six torpedoes. 

There can be no question of the value of these vessels as engines of war. In 
the Chilian and Brazilian revolutions torpedoes sank men-of-war, They did similar 
work in the war between China and Japan. Their power had a vivid and most de- 
plorable illustration in the destruction of the battle-ship Maine by the Spaniards, for, 
even though it was.a mine that wrecked the Maine, it was by the agency of high ex- 
plbsives such as torpedoes carry and probably of no greater charge than is con- 
tained in the largest torpedoes. 

Spain’s torpedo flotilla, on the way to Porto Rico, is now believed to include only 
seven vessels, of which three are torpedo-boat destroyers, three are small torpedo- 
boats, and one is an ordinary transport carrying fuel and provisions only. Extem- 
porized means for protecting the Key West squadron from this flotilla have already 
been provided in the prompt purchase of 14 small vessels for mosquito picket duty 
at the Tortugas rendezvous, and these tugs and yachts will be on duty in Florida 
waters by this time next week, before the Spanish flotilla can leave Porto Rico, 1200 
miles away from Key West. 

To meet the armored flying squadron which has recently left Spain such defense 
can be readily improvised. The American Flying Squadron at Hampton Roads 
is unprepared to meet it on the high seas, nor can auxiliary cruisers expect to turn 
it back. Its flagship, the Cristobal Colon, is almost a match for either the New 
York or the Brooklyn, and if it had American officers neither the New York nor 
the Brooklyn would overbalance it in offensiveness, The second vessel, the Infanta 
Marie Teresa, is the siSter of the Vizcaya and of the Almirante Oquendo, which are 
now in Havana Harbor. - 

The third vessel in the squadron is\unlike anything in the American Navy, or in 
the fleets of most European Powers. She is of the torpedo gunboat type, superior 
to the torpedo destroyer class, and designed solely with a view to ‘accompanying 
flying squadrons on long cruises. Although of only 386 tons displacement, she car- 
ries 110 tons of coal and can steam continuously over 5000 nautical miles. Her chief 
means of offense lies in torpedo tubes, though shé has a battery of 4-inch rapid-fire 
rifles and a large number of smaller caliber. She also has three hinged masts, carry- 
ing a good auxiliary sail area to spread in favorable winds, and the masts drop out 
of the way when they are i needed. 

Another unusual provisi8n is in the heavy protective deck and coal bunker ar- 
rangement, covering up the vessel's vitals more than in any of the torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers, and enabling her to pay no attention to :nachine gun attacks. She carries 
45 men. and the Cristobal Colon and Infanta Maria Teresa carry 500 each. As 
indicative of the modern arrangements of the Cristobal Colon, it is noted that her 
double bottom is ballasted with liquid fuel, which assists her in securing a radius in- 
dependent of fuel replenishment of over 10,000 knots. 

But the great reliance of victory for American vessels lies in the fact that 
they will have the benefit of superior intelligence in their direction. |

Dr. Newcomd pronounced Grubb dead, and 
an examination revealed that his neck was 
broken by the fall.

Grubb was 47 years old and lived at 34 
North Third street. He was married, but 
lived apart from his wife, who, it ts said, 
keeps a boarding house in Denver, Colo.

SAYS DEFENSES 
ARE ALL READY.

He Has Artillerymen Stationed at Twenty-two Points 


Along the Atlantic From Maine to Florida. 


-~ 
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MANY MILLIONS HAVE BEEN 
SPENT FOR BIG GUNS AND MORTARS. 
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A Hostile Fleet Could Not Come Within 24 Miles of New 
York City Without Meeting With Serious 
Difficulties. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, who has the coast defenses under his 
immediate charge, says that we are ready 
for ang emergency. He has rough artillery- 
men to man our guns at the 22 points on 
the coast where guns and mortars have 
been mounted at a cost of $26,000,000. 

This ig the declaration of the command- 
ing officer of the army. It carried great 
satisfaction with it. The humorous declara- 
tion or Gen, Bradley Johnson as to what 
we would do with an invading Spanish 
army, however, arouses the same kind of 
buoyancy in the breast of men. 

“If the column went peaceably along the 
road they could march from Florida to 
New York, but if they got to stealing pigs 
and chickens the police would run them all 
in.”’ 

The defenses referred to by Gen. Miles 
are: 

Portland Head, Portland, Me.; Great Dia- 
.mond Island, Portland, Me.; Fort Constitu- 
tion, Portsmouth, N. H.; Grover’s Cliff, 
Boston Harbor, Mass.; Paddaock’s Island, 
Boston Harbor, Mass.; Long Isiand Head, 
Boston Harbor, Mass.;. Dutch Island, Nar- 


ragansett Bay, R. 1.; Great Gull Isiand and 
Pium Isiand, eastern entrance of Long 
Island Sound, N. Y.; Fort Hancock, New 
York ‘Harbor; Finn’s Point, approach to 
Philade:phia; North Point and Hawkins 
Point, approach to Baltimore; Sheridan 
Point, approach to Washington, D. C.; Fort 
Caswell, Wilmington, N. C.; Fort Sumter, 
Charieston, 8. C.; Tybe Island, Savannah, 
Ga.; Fort Morgan, Mobiie, Ala.; Fort St. 
Philip, New Orieans; Fort Point, Galves- 
ton, Tex.; Ballast Point, San Diego, Cal.;

Gen. Miles said he could not talk about 
the completeness of our coast defenses 
know, because the Spanish Government had 
emissaries seeking to obtain ,just that in- 
formation. In fact, he sald, they possibly 
knew more about the matter than the peo- 
ple of the United States. 


; 


The possible enemy against which we 
have always been preparing a ‘“‘perfect’’ 
defense is England. But what would be 
inadequate against England might be suf- 
ficient as against Spain. And that is why 
they say at the War Department that we 
are ready in the present emergency. 

The 16-inch gun ordered by the Govern- 
ment two years ago, as the first of 32 in our 
scheme of coast defenses, will not be ready 
until next fall, possibly not for a year. It 
was testified in Congress that this gun 
would crush the side of a ship of war with 
one blow. while the 12-inch gun might have 


to hit a-ship several times to sink it. 


Gen. Miles said that the 16-inch gun 
would be no more effective than the 1- 
inch guns now mounted along our coasts. 

“Since the 16-inch gun was started,’ he 
said, “conditions have changed. England 
bullt 16-inch and 17-inch guns some years 
ago. But in the last two years the effi- 
ciency of the 12-inch guns has been brought 
up to the point where it is as good as a 
I6-inch gun. No armor has been made 
which will resist a shot from a 12-inch 


un. 
“Tt is true that one gun on shore is worth 


| 


five guns of the same caliber aboard ship?” 

“It ts a. well-demonstrated fact,” said 
Gen. Miies. ‘“The gun on shore is station- 
ary; the ship never is still, making it dif- 
ficult to aim a gun. Then the elevation of 
& gun on a ship is limited, which reduces 
its range below that of the coast defense 
gun. There is a difference, too, in the tar- 
get. A ship 300 feet lo and 60 fet wide 
is a much better coark Chan a gun in an 
emplacement.” 

“It has been said that our guns are bet- 
ter than those of England,’’ the correspon- 
dent remarked. 

“Does England say so?’ was Gen. Miles’ 
only response. 

“It has been said that the old smooth- 
bores along the coast would be useful in 
time of war, and Gen. Miles has been be- 
sieged lately by men with propositions to 
rifle and reinforce them. But he says that 
these guns are mostly obsolete, mounted 
on old rotten carriages, and that they 
could not be sold for enough to pay the 
purchaser for taking them down and using 
them for old iron. 

“IT doubt,” he continued, “if they would 
make any impression whatever on the 
armor of ships. Considering the fact that 
all battleships carry batteries of high power 
guns and also batteries of rapid fire guns, 
ee short-range guns would be use- 
ess,’’ ’ 

Concerning the protection of great cities, 
Gen. Miles said: . 

“A hostile fleet cannot come within 24 
miles of New York without coming under 
the guns of Sandy Hook, now Fort Hancock. 
With the fortifications completed a fleet 
could not enter Long Island Sound without 
encountering the land batteries. The de- 
fenses for Philadelphia are some 40 miles 
below that port. The batteries at Fort 
Sumter and Fort Fisher kept the strongest 
fleet at bay for four years.’ 

“Is New York in position to-day to keep 
an enemy at a safe distance?’ the corres- 
pondent asked. 

‘That I will not speak about,’”’ said Gen. 
Miles concerning those points which are not 
wholly protected by land batteries. 

Gen Miles says that in an emergency 
vessels could be filled with rock and sunk 
in the channels of the harbor, as was done 
in the South during the civil war. But that 
is very costly. The engineer at Savannah 
only two years ago blew out some of the 
old hulks sunk there 30 years ago. It cost 
the Russian Government many millions to 
remove the vessels sunk in the harbor at 
Sebastapol. 

Speaking of the impossibility of a fleet 
coming within range of New York City, 
Gen. Miles said: “I think it would be re- 
garded as a violation of civilized warfare 
if a fleét should get ‘néar enough to do so 
to turn their battéries on a city when they 
were unable to silence the batteries de- 
fending it.’ 

Gen, Miles’ Bellef that our old gu 
useless is shared by Gen. Flagler, the Chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance. He has told 
members of Congress that in case of war 
with another foreign nation ‘“‘we could not 
use any of the guns or any of the material 
that was used during the civil war.” New 
guns and new material are needed through- 
out. This applies not alone to coast de- 
fenses, but to field and siege guns, for 
the War Department contemplates the pos- 
sibility that an enemy will be able to land 
on a coasts, especially the Southern 
coast. 

“If they did.dand.”’ Gen. Flagier has said. 
“We suppose at least I do, that in the 
meantime we would have

Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt addressed 
to the Business Men’s League and stating 
that the arms originally intended for the 
Reserves will not be available, as they are 
needed for the reguler navy.

No government would now 
think of buying such guns to equip its sail- 
ors with in the face of war, and only 
urgent need could cause them to be con- 
sidered available for the regular service. 

Barstow visited 
the Reserves’ boat, the Missourt, at Caron- 
delet, yesterday. It was feared the receding 
water might leave it grounded, but it was 
found in good shape and afloat in 19 feet of 
water.

THE LAKE FRONT CASE. 


Chicago’s Celebrated Real Estate Suit 
Decided by Secretary Bliss. 
WASHINGTON, Apri! 2.—Secretary Bliss 
to-day decided the celebrated Chicago lake 
front case involving the lands in fractional 
section 10. The decision is in 47 pages, and 
was prepared by Judge Yandeventer, As- 
sistant Attorney-General of the Interior 
Department. It reviews the history of this 
land from |1821 to the present time, through 
the various contests which have been had 
respecting it in the land department and in 
the courts, including the United States 
Supreme Court. 
In brief, the decision holds that the water 
line of Lake Michigan constituted the 
eastern boundary line of the section; that 
by the patent to Kinzie the land to the 
ater line Was conveyed by the United 
States and that by the conveyance of that 
patent, the United States ceased to be 
riparian proprietor and has no right to the 
subsequent accretions which formed the 
greater portion of the lands now in contro- 
versy. In conclusion it is held that the land 
in question is not public land, and that it 
cannot be acquired by the use of scrip or 
otherwise under the public land laws. 
The decision briefly states the proceed- 
ings had by Commissioner Lamereaux in 
this case, and calls attention to the fact 
that soript applicants had access to the 
survey plat made under Commissioner 
Lamereaux’s direction in advance of its 
filling and approval in the general land 
office. It was also stated that Mr. Lamer- 
eaux’s decision was not prepared by him 
or by any one in the government service, 
and that the decision was signed three days 
before the time announced by him for its 
promulgation.

NANTUCKET, Mass., April 2.—A large 
two-masted schooner foundered at a point 
twelve miles southeast of Sankaty Light 
during the night.

The petition asking for judgment against 
the directors is one of the most voluminous 
documents ever filed in the Circuit Court of 
this city. It covers numerous pages of legal 
paper, every one of which is closely type- 
written. 

Briefly summarized the petition asks that 
judgment be given for the amount which is 
estimated to represent the loss incurred by 
depositors through the mismanagement of 
the directory and cashier. 

By way of introductory the petition recites 
that the “defendants failed and neglected 
to exercise reasonable care and sound busi- 
ness judgment in the discharge of their du- 
ties; failed and neglected to exercise any 
supervision’ over the conduct of their cash- 
jer, but negligently permitted him through 
a long period of years, to-wit, from Janu- 
ary 1, 1890, to March, 1897, to so mismanage 
the affairs of said bank and to so m‘sapply 
its moneys and securities that the bank be- 
came s0 embarrassed on that account that 
it was rendered wholly insolvent.” 

TNwelve counts go to make up the body of 
the petition, the most startling of which 
are that loans were made with reckless 
disregard for security; that dividends were 
declared after the institution was practi- 
cally insolvent; that loans were made in 
excess of the 35 per cent of id: capital, 
as required by law; that the Consumers’ 
Coal Company and ‘other enterprises were 
organized by: the Muillanphy directors and 
operated as side issues to the bank, being 
supported by overdrafts whenever neces- 
sary; that in short it is charged the bank 
was used as a personal convenience by a 
coterie of ‘mutual friends who composed 
the directory. 

The largest overdraft upon the Mullanphy 
strong box, and probably the largest in the 
financhal history of St. Louis, was made by 
T. S. Teuscher, a wholesale liquor dealer and 
speculator, who had long been a customer of 
the bank.

6 most notionate| According to Billy Laing Work Will 


Le Commenced on It To-Morrow. 
According to a communication handed in 
to the Post-Dispatch by W. P. Laing, the 
proposed bicycle track and athletic grounds 
at old Sportsman’s Park has not only as- 


sumed definite shape, but the contracis 
have been let and the work will be ccm- 
menced te-morrow, ' 


The St. Louls Quarry & Construction Co. 
are said to have the contract for the entire 
work, including track and grand stand, 
and they are quoteil as saying that the 
track will be completed by April 20 so that 
it can be used for training purposes and 
that the grounds w.l] be entirely completed 
by May 1. 

The track and grounds when completed 
will represent an investment of $30,000, and 
is being built by the St. Louis Athletic 
Park ‘Association, which is composed of 
Chas. J. Dunnerman’ of the Dunnerman 
Realty Co., representing a syndicate of in- 
vestors, Peter M. Kling of the St. Louis 
Car Co. and the well Known trap shot, Geo. 
Heckel, O. L. Hagan and Robert McLaren, 
A ten-year lease has heen secured on the 
property, and no expense will be spared 
to make it the most complete and desirable 
bicycle and athletic park in the country. 

The bicycle track will be under the man- 
agement of W. P. Laing, whose long experi- 
ence as Secretary of the Associated Cycling 
Clubs and promoter of bicycle racing ren- 
ders him particularly fitted for this posi- 
tion. All bookings for dates 
meets can be made with him, and promoters 
desiring dates should apply early, as a num- 
ber of dates have been taken already, as 
soon as the building of the track was as- 
sured. The services of Tom Aiken, the vet- 
eran ‘trainer and grounds superintendent, 
have been secured to look after the track, 
grounds and traintng quarters, a matter 
that will be appreciated by the racing talent. 
The track itself will be five laps to the mile, 
built of wood. 

The center of the field will he devoted to 
all kinds of athletic sports such as running, 
baseball, football, hurley. lacrosse and pool, 
On one side of the track will be the grand 
stand, which will be a credit to the city. 
It will seat about 200 people and will he 
provided with a row of boxes across the 
front for the swell ‘400."" Every seat will 
grant a fine view of the track at any point. 
There will be elevated seats, known in base- 
ball parlance as ‘“‘bleachers,”’ on either side 
of the grand stand that will have a seating 
capacity of 3000, and if found necessary ad- 
ditional seating arrangements can be made 
-on the further side of the track.

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CTTO PAMPHREY DISAPPEARS 
AFTER ACTING STRANGE- 
LY FOR WEEKES. 


KEPT THE NEIGHBORS EXCITED. 


Rapped Them at Dead of Night and 
Turned Somerscults in Re- 
sponse to Salutations. 


Otto Pamphrey, 40 years old and sjngle, 
a cigar manufacturer, mysteriously disap 


peared from his home, 2606 Franklin av- 
enue, Thursday night. A diligent search of 
the police stations and public institutions 
of the city have failed to reveal any clew 
to his whereabouts, 

The missing man’s friends are greatly 
alarmed, and fear he has committed sui- 
cide, For the past two months he has acted 
queerly and his peculiar antics have aroused 
and frightened the neighbors. Of late 
Pamphrey has been drinking heavily ow'ng, 
it is said, to despondency because of business 
troubles. . 

Thotmas Brown of 2614A Franklin avenue 
has known Pamphrey for many years. He 
leans to the theory of self-destruction. 

in speaking of his friend's absence to a 
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Post-Dispatch reporter Mr. Brown said: 
“Otto was always an eccentric fellow. 
“At times he was moody and refused to 
notice me, He was easily humored though, 
and quite jolly when out with the boys for 
a good time. A year ago he resigned his 
position with the F. R. Rice Cigar Co. to 


establish a shop ‘of his own. 


+ “He seemed to prosper at first, but the 
trade grew dull, and 1 understand he suf- 
fered severe losses. 

“I met him on the street a few days ago. 
He was dazed from liquor. I believe whisky 
has temporarily deranged his mind and 
caused him te end his life.’’ 

Pamphrey played strange pranks on his 
neighbors and confirmed their suspicions 
that he was mentally unbalanced. He awoke 
them at all hours of the night by rapping 
on their doors, 

On one occasion his mischievous propen- 
sity came near ending seriously. 

Mrs. Brown has been a frequent victim 
of his pecullar hallucinations. 

“I was alone tn the houge late one night,” 
said she, “when I heard a hard knock at 
the door. My husband was out of the city, 
and, of course, I suspected the visitor was 
a burglar. I crept to the bureau ‘drawer 
and secured a revolver. 

“Then I cautiously opened the door and 
blazed away. After firing several shots I 
investigated to see if any damage had been 
done. Lying on the rear stairway was 
Pamphrey. He recognized me and when 
pressed for an explanation of his conduct 
said he was playing tick tack. P 

“The next night he paced up and down 
the yard for two hours waving his hands 
and mumbling to himself. I called to hi 
and he ran inside the house. He returne: 
later and kept up his ravings until 
morning. 

“Last. Wednesday I saluted him tn the 
hallway. In penne wens the greeting he 
turned a somersault and then tried to stand 
On his head. He did so many odd things 
that I am fully convinced the man was 
plumb crazy. On the day he left I saw him 
walk up andi down the floor in his home, 
muttering to himself. 

“He appeared to be greatly excited, al- 
though I knew he was under the influence 
of liquor. 

‘“Pamphrey has a wealthy brother in Chi. 
cago in the cigar business. 

“He has refused to ald Otto on account of 
the latter’s dissipated habits.”

He 
member-.of the St, Louls Rifle Club, 
‘ractica@s at its shooting grounds near 
icdelet every week. He is an excellent 
arksman, and has made some good records 
at long range shooting. He devotes consid- 
erable tinfe to the study of firearms, and 
every invention in this line is carefully 
investigated by him: He reads the latest 
catalogues of all the most important fire- 
arms manufacturing concerns in America 
and Europe, as well as the leading sporting 
Magazines. He said; 
“Rifles and pistols are hobbies with me. 
Twelve years ago, when I was 24 years 
old. new nothing of either. At that 


time, pmy health became poor and I went 
to New Haven, Conn., in the hope that I 
would be relieved. While I was there I 
met a friend who was representing an 
arme company. He was also taking a 
vacation. He interested me in rifles and we 
began to practice shooting together. I soon 
learned to like the sport and have been en- 
thusiastic over it ever since. 


“My experlence has proved to me that 
practice makes a marksman. and that any 
man who tries will eventually learn to 
shoot well. Some men learn more rapidly 
than others, but that is true everywhere 
in life. The good marksman has a trained 
eye that judges distances well, and a steady 


when it is fired. There are very few men 
who cannot cultivate these two points. 


“T believe also that most men can learn to 
shoot well with the pistol. It is a close range 
weapon, however, and there is not so much 
pleasure in practicing with it as with the 
rifle. But new patterns for long range 
shooting are being invented and considerable 
interest has been aroused in them. The 
most formidable of these is the Mauser, 
which ehoots ten times without reloading 
and is as accurate as a rifle. It is said 
that it will kill at the distance of 200 yards. 
In «. close combat between armies, this pistol 
would cause frightful slaughter.

it, as it will be one vast experiment from 
start to finish. It will be more than inter- 
esting tc Jack at the front, who goes into 
battle with untried weapons, to face pos- 
sibilities of wholesale destruction from un- 
se¢n and mysterious agencies. However, 
there will be some consolation in the knowl- 
edge that the enemy, poor devil, is in the

“To say nothing of navies and artillery, 


there has been a radical change in the arma- 
ment of the common soldier.

row to attack regular infantry who have 
been well trained in the usa of high-power 
repeaters, with which the armies of all na- 
tions he ve been rearmed within a few years. 
The new type of rifles owes its efficiency 
mostly to a pecullar ammunition entirely 
different from the old cartridges loaded 
with black gunpowder. The modern cart- 
ridge consists of a brass shell containing a 
long bullet of very small caliber incased in 
a cupro-nickel jacket, and driven by a 
charge of high power nitro powder, which 
may be described as dynamite tamed down 
so as to give propulsive instead of bursting 
effect. 

“The general impression is that the chief 
advantage of the new rifles is their rapidity 
of fire. This ts an error. The magazine is 
only valuable a close quarters. Otherwise 
it is a nuisance. It simply makes fighting 
at close quarters impracticable until the 
enemy has been demoralized by superior fire 


at long range. 
“To appreciate the merits and defects of 


the new weapons, let us compare our old 
reliable Springfield with the latest pattern 
of high-power rifle, the Lee, which has just 
been issued to our navy. The Springfield is 
a single-shot weapon; which means that 
after firing, the soldier must draw a fresh 
cartridge from his belt and insert it by 
hand. Its cartridge (shown in figure 5) is of 
45-100 inch caliher, containing a lead bullet 
of 500 grains weight, and 70 grains of black 
powder. The recoil of this charge ts so 
heavy that none but old marksmen can fire 
it without flinching, which sends the bullet 
wide of the mark. The Springfield ie ac- 
curate, if held right, up to 800 or 900 yards, 
and would kill a man, if it happened to hit 
him in a vital organ, at twice that distance. 
But the bullet is very heavy and the powder 
fweak. Consequently the bullet describes a 
high curve in flying through the air, and it 
is impossible to hit anything with it at 
ranges beyond a few hundred yards unless 
the distance is known with greater cer- 
tainty than a soldier can ordinarily judge 
distances in the field. For example, sup- 
pose it is sighted for even so short a dis- 
tance as 300 yards. Then at 150 yards the 
bullet is flying 34 inches above the line of 
fire, and at 350 yards has dropped below it. 
In practical eervice a good marksman could 
scarcely hit a man with this weapon beyond 
200 yards unless he estimated the distance 
with great care, which he is not likely to do 
in the excitement of battle. 

“The Lee rifle is shown in figure 1, and 
its breech mechanism in figure 2. Its action 
is simply a straight pull and shove, back 
and forth... The magazine holds five cart- 
ridges, which can be discharged in three 
seconds. These cartridges are fed into the 
magazine five at a time, being carried in 
clips of five, as shown in figure 4. A single 
cartridge of actual size is illustrated in 
figure 3. The caliber of the bullet is only 
236-1000 inch, being smaller than that of 
any other military arm savVe that recently 
adopted by Italy. The caliber of the bullet 
of the Krag-Jorgensen rifle used by our 
regular army is 30-100 inch, but the army 
ordnance board is experimenting with 
rifles of only 22-100 and even 20-100 inch, 
with a view to still further reduction of 
caliber. 
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"TheLee bullet files with more than 
Coublg the yelocity of the Springfield, tssu- 
ing froid the muzzle with a speed of 2550 
feet a second. The trajectory is flatter 
than that of any other cartridge. When 
sighted for 300 hundred yards the bullet 
rises midway only 9% inches above the line 
of fire. Without using elevating sights, 
but merely by drawing a finer. or coarser 
bead, according to distance, the rifle is 
capable; of hitting a man up to 70 yards. 
With elevating sights, the fire is accurate 
up to 2000 yards, though the light bullet is 
quite sensitive to wind and drift. The 
penetration is enormous, A two-foot oak 
tree will mot stop the bullet. Rifle pits 
must be defended by at least three feet of 
sand or four feet of hard earth to be proof 
against it. At 1000 yards the bullet can 
pierce two or three men in line. The re- 
coil is so light that almost any man can 
learn to shoot the rifle without flinching. 
The ammunition is not so heavy by one- 
half as that of the Springfield. A soldier 
can carry 180 rounds of it into action. 

“But there is no gain without some loss 
The new rifles and ammunition have defects 
pecullar to themselves. Nitro powder leaves 
a slight, almost imperceptible, residue in the 
bore which adheres tightly and can only be 
thoroughly removed with acetone or soda, 
If the barrel is not carefully cleaned after 
firing a peculiar red rust forms over night, 
which will ruin a barrel in a short time. 

“The pressure and friction caused by high- 
power nitros and metal-jacketed bullets 
are tremendous, increasing as the caliber is 
reduced. Even with the strongest nickel- 
steel barrel, it is doubtful if the Lee rifle 
Will stand more than 1000 rounds before 
wearing out. This, coupled with the fact that 
the ammunition is expensive and the shells 
cannot be reloaded, means that troops armed 
with such weapons cannot be allowed much 
target practice, and will necessarily be abom- 
inably poor shots. Take a man who is fitted 
by nature to become a marksman, and it 
takes at the lowest calculation 6000 shots at 
targets to make him even a moderately good 
shot. Experts usually fire 5000 or more shots 
a year simply to keep in form, The old 
Springfield never wore out, if properly cared 
for. 

“The Lee rifle is too light at the muzzle 
for very accurate shooting. If fired from a 
rest (and most lo ange shooting In ser- 
vice is fired from a bfeastwork or some oth- 
er rest) the barrel fllps and vibrates so as 
to throw the bullet wild. In offhand shoot- 
ing such a featherweight cannot be held 
steadily. 

‘The very rapidity with which the maga- 
zine can be refilled will make the temp- 
tation to ‘rain lead’ Irresistible in a crisis, 
and then good-hy accuracy! We shall have 
another illustration of the adage that it 
takes a ton of lead to kill a man. This 
would be fatal were it not that the gun 
itself will soon check the madness by burn- 
ing the fingers of the man who pumps it. 
High power nitros overheat a barrel with 
astonishing rapidity. After ten or twelve 
rounds have been fired rapidly the barrel 
gets so hot that it will char wood, singe 
cloth and blister a man’s hands. The ‘sus. 
tained rapidity of fire’ that we read about 
is humbug. More hits per minute can be

Several days representatives of the Portia 
and Era Clubs reqpested and were granted 
an audience, So reas were the poli- 
tivians. impressed that they set aside one 
entire evening to the consideration of the 
ladies” claims. 

Mrs. Dora Richards Miller, a prorfinent 
society and literary woman of New Orleans, 
was the originator of the movement to gain 
suffrage for women, 

In their enthusiasm the ladies sent for 
Mrs. Catt of New York, President of the 


National Woman’s Suffrage Association. 

She delivered two addresses, which were 
supplemented by stirring words from Mirs., 
Caroline Merrick, President of the Louisiana 
State Woman's Suffrage Association, and 
Mrs. Helen Behrens, President of the Vor- 
tia Club, 

The cause of the ladies was eloquently 
championed by Dr. H. Dixon Bruns of New 
Orleans, He was the only-enthusiast!c wom- 
an’s suffrage advocate on the committee. 

Now it is claimed that the cause has 20 
friends In the convention’and that the wom- 
an’s suffrage advocates are almost gure to 
be victorious. 

Not only is it proposed ite let the ladies 
Vote, but to allow them to cast their bailots 
by: prexy, if they desire. ‘The men of the 
South cannot bear to see them come into 
actual contact with practical politics, how- 
ever, much, upon oceasion, they may pine 
for their votes, 

The woman's suffrage clause reported by 
the committee is perhaps the greatest nov- 
elty ever attempted in the modern move- 
ment of woman’s rights. Under the pecullar 


‘ circumstances the old conservatism of the 


South was thrown aside and the committee 
boldly revorted a Woman’s suffrage plank 
giving tax-paying women the right to vote 
at »>municipal elections. F 

The Louisiana Colonels further showed 
thelr gallantry by providing that the ladies 
be exempt from registration. 

Section 6 of Article 1 says: 

“Upon al! questions submitted to the tax- 
paver as such of-any municipal or other 
political subdivision of this State, the quaii- 
fications of such taxpayers as voters shall 
be those prescribed by this article, except 
the qualifications of sex, and women tax- 
payers shall have the right to vote at such 
elections, without registration, in person or 
by their agents, authorized in writing.’’ 

Attached to the granting of this privilege 
is an edhcational qualification, which will 
have thd effect of shutting out all except 
educated white women. 

The Louisiana Colonels, in the rest of their 
deliberations, a@re patterning after South 
Carofina and Mississippi, which have man- 
aged, by legislation, to do away with all 
fear of uegro supremacy in politics. 

These States have enacted laws which

make it almost impossible for a negro to 
vote. The negro applicant for suffrage 
must prove to the satisfaction of those in 
charge of the polls that he can read and 
write and that he can understand and ex- 
plain any ordinary pangage of literature 
which may be called to iis attention. 

There is aisoa property qualification. 

The boldness with which this plan is 
worked has the effect, practically, of an- 
nulling toth the 4th and 15th amendments. 

3ut the Louisiana Colonels propose to go 
even further than this, in spite of the fact 
that the legality of the constitution of both 
South Carolina and Mississippi has been 
called into question, and that the cases are 
now pending before the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

They will practically disfranchise not only 

the negroes, but what they consider the un- 
desirable element of the Caucasian race— 
the ‘‘dagoes.”’ 
‘In order to accomplish this end they have 
under consideration the following appar- 
ently harmless clause concerning pros- 
pective voters: 

‘‘Article 1, section 8.—He shall be able to 
read and write and shall demonstrate his 
ab‘lity to do so when he applies for. regis- 
tration, by making, under oath administered 
by the registration officer or his deputy, 
written application therefor, in the Engilsh 
language, or in his mother tongue, which 
application shall contain the essential facts 
necessary to show that he is entitled to 
shall be entirely 
written, dated and signed by him in the 
presence of the registration officer or his 
deputy, without assistance or suggestion 
from any person or memorandum what- 
ever.”’ 

When it is considered that Louisiana is the 
most illiterate State in the Union—that 45.8 
per cent of her population over ten years of 
age in 18% was unable to read and write— 


it can readily be seem that; in the hands 
of unscrupulous persons, this clause could 
be used to rob even an intelligent man of his 
right to vote, 

Of the colored population over ten years 
of age 72.1 per cent cam neither read nof 
write. Of the white population 20.1 per cent 
are in the same predicament. ’ 

Therefore, while the educationa] qualifica- 
tion would practicaliy disfranchise three- 
fourths of the colored voters, it would also 
shut out one-fifth of the white men. 

The Louisiana Colonels did not overlook 
this !mportant fact. In order to make the 
clause non-operative against white voters, 
it became necessary to qualify it with still 
other provisions, 

So the report provides that all persons 
‘legally’”” enrolled as registered voters up 
to a certain time to be fixed by an act of the 
General Assembly in its next session shall 
be allowed the right of suffrage. 

The General Assembly, according to the 
terms of this report, is to enact registration 
laws to carry Into effect the provisions of 
the new constitution relative to the qualifi- 
cation and registration of voters. 

Although the report does not in so many 
words say’so, it is understood that registra- 
tion boards are to be appointed that will 
register the white voters and those only. 
Tien when the new constitution becomes 
effective, the white voters will be found to 
be “legally” registered and therefore exempt 
from the qualifications of the new constitu- 
tion. 

Besides the educational, the report fixes a 
property qualification. According to the 
proposed suffrage ordinance, ifa man cannot 
read and write, but is the owner of $300 
worth of property, he can vote. Orin cas6 
he himself does not own this amount of 
property, if his wife or minor children are so 
possessed, he is permitted to vote., 

The provision for voting in case the wife 
owns the property has given rise to the 
term “squaw voter,”’ and the provision in 
the case of the children, to the term “pa- 
poose voter.” Both of the last provisions 
are held in some disfavor. But it is con- 
sidered that they will be a great help tow- 
ards letting in the white man, as negroes, 
as a rule, do not own property. 

The “restriction’’ or the ‘elimination’ 


of the “dago’’ vote was provided for by 
a clause in section 5. That part of this 
section referring to the proposed suffrage 
rights to be granted under the new con- 
stitution to male persons of forelgn birth 
reads as follows: 

“* * * and no male person of foreign 
birth, who shall have been naturalized prior 
to the adoption of this constitution, shall 
be denied the right to register and vote in 
this State by reasons of his failure to 
possesses the education and property quali- 
fications prescribed by this constitution pro- 
vided; that the provisions of this section 
shall apply only to those who shall have 
resided in this State for five years next 
preceding the date at which they shall 
apply for registration.’’ 

Under the presént constitution it fs not 
necessary for a foreigner to become natur- 
alized in order to vote. The new constitu- 
tion, a report similar to the Suffrage Com- 
mittees report, if adopted, will therefore 
disfranchise all naturalized foreignera Who 
have not been in the State five years anda 
who cannot fill the educational and prop- 
erty qualifications. Most foreigners. not 
naturalized are “‘dagoes.’’ The dangerous 
element of this class of foreigners have 
come to the State within the past five 
years. 

It was not deemed expedient to disfran- 
chise the ‘‘dago’’ element that had been 
in the State longer than five years. But 
under this section, the foreigner who comes 
to this State in the future will have diffi- 
Culty in getting possession of the elective 
franchise. He must first remain five years 
and then be able to conform to elther the 
educational or property qualification. 

Public sentiment demands that the grow- 
ing power in politics of the ignorant 
“dago,”’ who for the past few years has 
been coming to Louisiana by the thousands, 
must be checked. As a rule this class of 
immigrant can neither read nor write and 
possesses none of the qualifications for 
American citizenship. The “dago” will 
work on the sugar plantation for less 
money than the negro, and for this reason 
is being imported in large numbers to take 
the place of the plantation negro. He then 
marries and intermarries with the black 
people he has supplanted, producing a 
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mixed race considered tn Louistana to B 
very dangerous to the public good, 

Concerning the proposed educationa) 
qualification, which in South Carolina & 
called “‘the understanding clause,” meaning 
that the voter must be able to understan; 
any elause in the Constitution of the United 
States that may be read to him, the New 
Orleans ‘Times-Democrat of March 22 said: 

“No oOhe proposes that this understandip-~ 
‘Clause shan be honestly interpreted ar 
fairly administered, as Senator George : 
sisted should te done in Mississippi; b 
it is to be 80 sttetched and twisted a 
utilized in every possible way as to ke 
out all the negroes and register all th 
whites who cannot get the suffrage othe 
wise, That, at least, is the theory. It > 
poses that the registrar will be thor.) } 
unscrupulous, that he wih vary his 
stitutional questions according to the cor 
plexion of politics of the verer, makin 
them simple enough for ignorant whites 
and so complicated In other cases as t 
shut out a United States Senator. No one 
disputes the fact that it is a trick or «6 
subterfuge, and that the registrar who does 
what is expected of him must have @ very 
tough conscience.” 

So there you are. Anda very pretty mess 
it is. This is the tenth constitutional con- 
vention which has assembled tn Louisiang 
since 1811.

After the convention had been !n session 
Several days representatives of the Portia 
aud Era Clubs reqpested and were granted 
an audience, So canine were the poli- 
ticians impressed that they set aside one 
entire evening to the consideration of the 
ladies’ ciaims. 

Mrs. Dora Richards Miller, a prominent 
society and literary woman of New Orleans, 
was the originator of the movement to gain 
suffrage for women, 

In their enthusiasm the ladies sent for 
Mrs. Catt of New York, President of the 


State Woman’s Suffrage Association, and 
Mrs. Helen Behrens, President of the Vor- 


tia Club. 


The cause of the ladies was eloquently 
championed by Dr. H. Dixon Bruns of New 
Orleans, He was the only enthusiastic wom- 
an’s suffrage advocate on the committee. 

Now it is claimed that the cause has 2% 
friends In the convention and that the wom- 
an's suffrage advocates are almost gure to 
be victorious. 

Not only is it proposed to Jet the ledies 
vote, but to allow them to cast their baiiots 
by proxy, if they desire. The men of the 
South cannot bear to see them come into 
actual contact with practical politics, how- 
ever, much, upon oceasion, they may pine 
for their votes. 

The woman's suffrage clause reported by 
the committee is perhaps the greatest noy- 
elty ever attempted in the modern move- 
ment of woman’s rigats. Under the pecullar 


‘ eircumstances the old conservatism of the 


South was thrown aside and the committee 
boldly revorted a woman’s suffrage plank 
giving tax-paying women the right to vote 
at municipal elections. 

The Louisiana Colonels further showed 
thelr gallantry by providing that the ladies 
be exempt from registration. 

Section §/of Article 1 says: 

“Upon all questions submitted to the tax- 
paver af such of any municipal or other 
pelitical subdivision of this State, the quail- 
fications of such taxpayers as voters shall 


“Be those prescribed by this article, except 


the qualifications of sex, and women tax- 
payers shall have the right to vote at such 
elections, without registration, in person or 
by their agents, authorized in writing.” 

Attached to the granting of this privilege 
is an edicational qualification, which will 
have the effect of shutting out all except 
educated white women, 

The Louisiana Colonels, in the rest of their 
deliberations, are patterning after South 
Carolina and Mississippi, which have man- 
aged, by legislation, to do away with all 
fear of uegro gency A in politics. 

These States have enacted laws which 
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WHOSE ORATION INFLUENCED THE 
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make it almost impossible for a negro to 
vote. The negro applicant for suffrage 
must prove to the satisfaction of those in 
charge of the polis that he can read and 
write and that he can understand and ex- 
plain any ordinary passage of lLterature 
which may be called to his attention. 

There is alisoa properiyy q' ialification. 

The boldness with which this plan Is 
worked has the effect, practically, of} an- 
nulling toth the 14th and 15th amendments. 

But the Louisiana Colonels propose to go 
even further than this, in spite of the fact 
that the legality of the constitution of both 
South Cerolina and Mississippi has been 
called into question, and that the cases are 
now pending before the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

They will practically disfranchise not only 

the negroes, but what they consider the un- 
desirable element of the Caucasian race— 
the ‘‘dagoes.”’ 
‘In order to accomplish this end they have 
under consideration the following appar- 
ently harmless clause concerning pros- 
pective voters: 

“Article 1, section 8.—He shall be able to 
read and write and shall demonstrate his 
ab‘lity to do so when he applies for regis- 
tration, by making, under oath administered 
by the registration officer or his deputy, 
written application therefor, in the Engiish 
language, or In his mother tongue, which 
applicatioh shall contain the essential facts 
necessary to show that he is entitled to 
register and vote, and shell be entirely 
written, dated and signed by him in the 
presence of the registration officer or his 
deputy, without assistance or suggestion 
from any person or memorandum what- 
ever.”’ 

When !t {s considered that Loulsiana is the 
most {lliterate State in the Union—that 45.8 
per cent of her population over ten years of 
age in 189% was unable to read and write— 
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Of the colored senttatins over ten years 
of age 72.1 per cent ¢an. neither read nor 
write. Of the white population 20.1 per cent 
are in the same predicament. ’ 

Therefore, while the educational] qualifica- 
tion would practically disfranchise three- 
fourths of the colored voters, it would also 
shut out one-fifth of the white men. 

The Louisiana Colonels did not overlook 
this important fact. In order to make the 
clause non-operative against white voters, 
it became necessary to qualify it with still 
other provisions, 

So the report provides that all persons 
‘legally’’ enrolled as registered voters up 
to a certain time to be fixed by an act of the 
General Assembly in its next session shall 
be allowed the right of suffrage. 

The General Assembly, according to the 
terms of this report, is to enact registration 
laws to carry into effect the provisions of 
the new constitution relative to the qualifi- 
cation and registration of voters. 

Although the report does not In so many 
words say’"so, it is understood that registra- 
tion boards are to be appointed that will 
register the white voters and those only. 
Then when the new constitution becomes 
effective, the white voters will be found to 
be “legally” registered and therefore exempt 
from the qualifications of the new constitu- 
tion, 

Bes'des the educational, the report fixes a 
property qualification. According to the 
proposed suffrage ordinance, ifa man cannot 


read and write, but is the owner of $300 : 


worth of property, he can vote. Orin case 
he himself does not own this amount of 
property, if his wife or minor children are so 
possessed, he is permitted to vote., 

The provision for voting in case the wife 
owns the property has given rise to the 
term “squaw voter,’ and the provision in 
the case of *he children, to the term “pa- 
poose voter.” Both of the last provisions 
are held in some disfavor. But it is con- 
sidered that they will be a great help tow- 
ards letting in the white man, as negroes, 
as a rule, do not own property. — 

The “restriction’’ or the “elimination” 


stitution to male persons of forelgn birth 
reads as follows: 

“*e * * and no male person of foreign 
birth, who shall have been naturalized prior 
to the adoption of this constitution, shall 
be denied the right to register and vote in 
this State by reasons of his failure to 
possesses the education and property quali- 
fications prescribed by this constitution pro- 
vided; that the provisions of this section 
shall apply only to those who shali have 
resided in this State for five years next 
preceding the date at which they shall 
apply for registration.’’ 

Under the present constitution it {s not 
necessary for a foreigner to become natur- 
alized in order to vote. The new constitu- 
tion, a report similar to the Suffrage Com. 
mittees report, if adopted, will thereéfore 
disfranchise all naturalized foreignera Who 
have not been in the State five years ana 
who cannot fill the educational and prop- 
erty qualifications. Most foreigners not 
naturalized are “dagoes.’” The dangerous 
element of this class of foreigners have 
come to the State within the past five 
years. 

It was not deemed expedient to disfran- 
chise the ‘‘dago’’ element that had been 
in the State longer than five years. But 
under this section, the foreigner who comes 
to this State in the future will have diffi- 
Culty in getting possession of the elective 
franchise. He must first remain five years 
and then be able to conform to either the 
educational or property qualification. 

Public sentiment demands that the grow- 
ing power in politics of the ignorant 
“dago,”’ who for the past few years hae 
been coming to Louisiana by the thousands, 
must be checked. As a rule this class of 
immigrant can neither read nor write and 
possesses none of the qualifications for 
American citizenship. The “dago”’ will 
work on the 6ugar plantation for less 
money than the negro, and for this reason 
is being imported in large numbers to take 
the place of the plantation negro. He then 
marries and intermarries with the black 
people he has supplanted, producing a

mixed race considered in Louisiana to 8 
very dangerous to the public good. 

Concerning the proposed educationa) 
qualification, which ‘in South Carolina hk 
called “the understanding clause,” meaning 
that the voter must be able to understans 
any elause in the Constitution of the United 
States that may be read to him, the New 
Orleans ‘Times-Democrat of March 2 said:

‘clause shai be honestly interpreted ar 
fairly administered, as Senator George :

Dr. Frank H. Floyd sald: 


“The most pronounced case of ‘bicycle 
heart’ within my knowledge is furnished 
by Zimmerman, the well-known racer. I 
have examined him. He has an unusually 
large heart. Still, it is healthy enough, and 
I do not believe it will have any bad effect 
on such an enormous fellow as he is, whose 
blood circulation is naturally large. If 
Zimmerman should cease exercising, how- 
ever, fatty degeneration of the muscular 
walls of the heart might ensue. 


“The most common result of over-exertion 
is an inflammation of some of the valves, 
usually the mitral or aortic, with a result- 
ant weakening or stiffening of them to- 
gether with a shrinkage in their size. This 
condition of affairs, of course, allows the 
blood to regurgitate through the diseased 
valves, and as a natural sequence the heart 
muscles must work harder to throw out 
the regurgitated amount. This added labor 
has the same effect on the heart muscle as

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IPTOMAINE . 
POISONING 
KILLS MANY. 


A NTON SEIDL, famous as a musical 
A director, died at his home in New 
York Monday evening immediately 
after a dinner at which he had eaten very 
heartily of fish. His physician said that 
hie death was caused by ptomaine polson- 
ing, which was communicated to him by 
the fish. 

“Ptomaine poisoning is caused by taking 
certain alkaloids, called ptomaines, into 
the stomach,” said. Dr. Amand Ravold, lec- 
turer on bacteriology in the St. Louls 
Medical] College. 

“Ptomaines are produced by the action 
of bacteria on organic matter which is in 
a state of putrefaction. The bacterium, 
feeding upon the matter, must throw off 
certain excretions. These excretions are 
'the alkaloids. hey resemble vegetable 
| alkalois, but they are wholly putrefactive, 
| Saree formed only in putrefying masses. 


The kind of ptomaine formed will dépend 
upon the individual bacterium engaged in 
| the production, the nature of the material 
| being acted upon and the condition under 
which the putrefaction goes on. All pto- 
maines contain nitrogen and the most of 
|'them oxygen. Some are very poisonous 
|and others are absolutely harmless. 
“Ptomaines were discovered by the great 

Italian toxologist, Selmi, who named them 
'for the Greek word “ptoma,” which means 
a corpse. When he gave the alkaloid this 
name, Selmi believed that it would invari- 
ably cause death. Subsequent investiga- 
tions, however, have proved that ptomaine 
poisoning is not necessarily fatal, 

“This disease may be contracted by eat- 
ing decayed matter of any kind. Of course, 
it is not always found-in such matter, al- 
though that {s its home, and badly spoiled 
food may be eaten at times without any in- 
jury to health. But it is very probable that 
if the person ig not accustomed to taking 
decayed matter into his stomach, serious 
sickness will follow. 


“The fish that killed Mr, Seid] either was 

taken from filthy waters or was. spoiled. 
| Many cases have been reported where whole 
communities have been afflicted with pto- 
maine poisoning, which was caused by eat- 
ing fish which had been taken from filthy 
and loathsome waters. The fish in euch 
| waters become loaded with ptomaine alka- 
loids, which are as sickening as those which 
would come from their own decay. But 
it is very probable that Mr.;Seidl ate fish 
that was decomposing.’ It was full of pto- 
maine which killed the, distinguished musi- 
cian, because he was used to wholesome 
food. 

“Very frequently the newspapers contain 
announcements that a whole company of 
persons have been poisoned by eating 
cheese or ice-cream. In nine cases out of 10 
the poisoning is caused by ptomaine alka- 
loids. The milk with which cheese and ice- 
cream are made is sometimes so old that it 
has spoiled. It contains the bacteria which 
produce ptomaine alkaloids and the poison 
necessarily follows the eating. Families 
have been made sick by eating oysters, In- 
vestigations have proved that the oysters 


were putrified and full of bacteria engaged 
in producing ptomaine alkaloids. Decayed 
meats of all kinds is filled with these alka- 
loids of disease and the man who eats 
them may suffer serious consequences, 
“But it is possible for one to become im- 
mune to ptomaine alkaloids by taking them 
into one’s stomach in small quantities at 
first. One will eventually be able to take 
any quantity of them into the stomach 
without experiencing any unpleasant effects, 
The German can eat his limburger cheese 
and it agrees with him, notwithstanding 
the fact that. it is full of ptomaine. He is 
immune to any poison that it contains, The 
Frenchman thinks that his meats are not 
good until they have begun to decompose. 
He then eats them with a relish. Such 
meats would kill men who are used to eat- 
ing fresh meats. But the Frenchman en- 
joys good heaith, The decayed meats do 
not make him sick, although they are full 
of the worst forms of ptomaine alkaloids, 
, “Ptomaine poisoning affects the stomach, 
Its symptoms are dizziness, nausea, vomit- 
ing, severe rigors and cramps. In very rare 
cases it is accompanied by a peculiar scar- 
let splotching of the patient’s body. It is 
then called purpura. Lockjaw is feared by 
physicians in all cases of ptomaine poison- 


ing.”’

R. FRANK J. LUTZ, ex-president of 
1) the State Board of Health, says that 
persons who submit to hypnotic 
treatment for ills are courting a fate more 
horrible than ‘that of the cigarette smoker 
or the absinthe drinker. He says: / 

“It is one of the evils of our Missouri 
law that there is no way to reach and pun- 
ish those who practice hypnotism indis- 
criminately for the cure of ailments which 
could be less injuriously treated by medi-_ 
cine. When I was a member of the State 
Board of Health I had occasion to note the 


‘effects of hypnotism as practiced by special- 


ists im that line and by regular physicians. 
I am convinced that a physician who in- 
troduces hypnotism into his practice is 
taking upon himself a. terrible responsi- 
bility. It should never be used as a cure 
for anything. 


“The fact is too-often lost sight of that 
the results of hypnotism are achieved only 
at the expense of the strength and vitality 
of the subject. The only persons who can- 
not be injured by hypnotism are those who 
cannot be hypnotized, Those who.can be 
hypnotized are usually below the average 
in mental strength, either congenitally so or 
made so by physical suffering. They are 
of susceptible, high-string nervous organiza- 
tion. The better subjects they are, the more 
dangerous it is for them to place them- 
selves under control of a hypnotist. 


‘Persons are apt to place hypnotism in a 
class distinct from narcotics and anesthet- 
ics. Because they cannot buy hypnotic in- 
fluence in bottles they think it can have 
no physical effect. It is talked of as a 
mental influence. 


“When the. close connection of mind and 
matter is better understood there will not 
be so many anxious to trifle with a force 
which shatters nerves and breaks constitu- 
tions. 


“The action of hypnotism on the nerves 
is direct and quick. Hypnotic influence 
prompts the subject to take the mind off 
certain nerve centers and concentrate it on. 
others. A portion of the nervous system is 
rapidly weakened. The difference between 
hypnotism and drugs is the difference be- 
tween the judicious exercising of @ healthy 
muscle and the over-exerting of one al- 
ready below the normal in strength. 


“In the case of a hypnotic subject the 
nerves are always weak at the start. As 
with narcotics and stimulants, the progress 
of the weakening process brings on a crav- 
ing for the temporarily strengthening but 
ultimately weakening agent. As a result 
you have a hypnotic habit. , 


“In almost any case where hypnotism is 
carried too far insanity will result. The 
delusion of persecution is its usual dis- 
tinguishing mark. The victim becomes 
dangerous and it ig necessary to place him 
in confinement. 


“Hypnotism has not been generally prac- 
ticed long enough to make its deadly ef- 
fects so noticeable as to compel official ac- 
tion. It is preparing its harvest. 

“Another generation will see it classed 
where it belongs, among the deadly agents.”

APPALLING 
INFANT 
MORTALITY. 


By Dr. Tilly A. Martin. 


T has been proved by records of births 
| and deaths that have been kept in 
civilized and intelligent communities 
that one-tenth of the human family die 
before the expiration of the first month of 
life, and that about one-fourth die before 
reaching the age of 10 years. 

“T believe that the majority of children 
die in the early weeks of infantile life of 
maladies that could be prevented with a 
little care and prudence. In cities the mor- 
tality is greater than in the country. Sta- 
tistics show that about one-fifth of the 
children born in cities die before reaching 
the age of 2 years. 

“Many of these maladies can be prevented 
by the exercise of proper care, consideration 
and judgment. Many of the deaths are 
the result of malformation of Internal or- 
gans, such as brain and heart, and ¢ys- 
temic weakness. y, 

“Inherited diseases of children, espe- 
cially in cities, are a matter of great im- 
portance to the city physician, and much 
can he done by proper hygienic measures 
and therapeutic treatment of parents before 
birth to insure a healthy offspring. It tes 
a mistake of the laity to imagine that any 
good doctor is a good child’s doctor. The 
disease of infancy and childhood ifs the 
most important specialty in medicine and 
involves the greatest responsibilities. It 
requires a special tact and more care and 
study than any other specialty in medi- 
cine. 

“Many diseases, such as diphtheria, scar- 
let fever, whooping cough, measies and 
membranous croup, all very fatal, are 
rarely seen in adults, The child must be 
carefully etudied before his allments can 
be treated successfully. Want of know!- 
edge of the laws of hygiene, lack of per- 
sonal and home cleanliness, living in dark, 
illy-ventilated and crowded apartments, 
breathing noxious and disease-producing 
air, and insufficient clothing—all contribute 
to the large infant mortality. 

“Of the diseases that produce such large 
mortality in«the early weeks and months 
of infantile life the alimentary diseases 
head the liet. The mother’a milk is the 
natural aliment of the infant. There is 
but one substitute for that, and that is a 
healthy wet nurse, Artificially prepared 
food is not a good substitute for mother's

IN ATLANTA MONDAY “AND 
REACHER ST. LOUIS MAY 14. 


REFEREE’S BREEZY GOSSIP. 


Good Prospects for Seeing the “‘Flying 
Squadron” of European Riders 
at the New Track. 


Tha national circuit opens to-morrow 
down in Atlanta, Ga., and then takes a rest 
for one month uatil May 3, when the flyers 
reach Chattanooga, Tenn. The circuit this 


year is one worthy of study, and shows the 
changes that have been wrought in the 
last fcow years. When I came to study the 
list that Chairman Mott sent out I con- 
cluded that the name should be changed 
to the “Eastern Circuit,’’ so little is the 
West represented in this affair. It has 
really lost its character as a national] tour 
of the riders, and has been contracted so 
that it is almost :confined to the cities on 
the Atlantic Coast. There are 60 dates as- 
signed on the circuit, and only 13 of these 
are West of Philadelphia, the majority of 
them ibeing in the States of New York 
and Pennsylvania and up in New England. 
It is true that by this arrangement the 
riders 4.e put to a smaller expense in the 
way of traveling, but what is the public 
of the Middle and Far West to do for the 
fast men? In times gone by the circuit 
covered nearly every State in the Union, 
but now it is restricted to the Eastern 
seaboard. 

When the 13 Western and Southern meets 
are analyzed it cuts down the number of 
meet-giving ‘cities In a large degree, Of the 
number St. Louis takes three dates and 
Louisville the same, This leaves but nine 
cities in the West and South to hold meets. 
Missouri, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Tennes- 
see and Georgia are the States represented 
in the schedule. Where are Denver, San 
Francisco, Omaha, Kansas City, Cincinnati, 
Milwaukee and the Texas towns? And 
where, oh where, are Chicago and Peoria of 
the past? | 

Circuit meets this year should be more 
interesting than in the past, for the reason 
that a championship race is run at every 
one of them, and that insures the best and 
speediest of the riders, but it would seem 
that promoters in this section of the coun- 
try either do not appreciate the advantages 
of the game or do not wish to pay the fig- 
ures that the racing men demand to ap- 
pear, notwithstanding the rule of the Rac- 
ing Board against appearance money. 

Hereafter let us call it the “Eastern Cir- 
cuit.”’ 


At the circuit meets to be run here we 
will have the opportunity to see races in 
the national/championship contest. “Uncle 
Jerry’’ has given St. Louis three dates, 
May 14, Aug. 20 and Oct. 8. The St. Louis 
Cycle Racing Association will run the first 
two and the St. Louis Cycling Club the 
last. Billy Laing, who, by the way, is one 
of the smoothest men in the business, is 
the mogul of the racing association and he 
has stated to me that at ‘his meets the one 
and two-mile championship races will be 
contested. Of course I do not mean to say 
that the men who win these events will 
be declared the champions of those par- 
ticular distances. We have a new cham- 
pionship rule this year. The events are 
contested at the circuit meets and a rec- 
ord of the winnings kept by the Racin- 
Board and the number of points figured u® 
at the end of the season and the man who 
has won the greatest number of points will 
be the champion of the United States. But 
it wil) be eeen that as every one of these 
races count the fast ones who want thé 
title will not miss any of them, and so BSt. 
Louis will see them. 


Mr. Laing also told me that the new 
board track was no longer in the range of 
robabilities, but that it was an assured 
act. Work will begin in the very near 
future and the track will be finished in 
time for the May meet. What a difference 
it will be between that and the old Pastime 
run-around! What a. pity we ever had the 
Pastime track. 


There is another good Dit of racing in 
promise for patrons of the game-here. Ad- 
vices have come from the far West that 
the “flying squadron,”’ “go pomarage Ka! August 
Lehr, Jaap en, Karl Kaser, 1 Kiser, 
A.C, Mertens, Arthur Gardiner and Gou- 
goltz of France, will In all probability make 
some of their evolutions here. This is the

the country. When they come we will see 
some real racing. They are the cracks of 
Europe and have been long in the game and 
know ‘how to ride. Negotiations are now 
pending with the builders of ge new board 
track for a date in June or wuly, probably 
in the*“former month. 

If these fellows race here the track mah- 
agers will have to put in extra seats, and 
this is no false prophecy.

Blanket sanctions seem to be the order of 
the day this year.

Woodside gets four days in June, 15 in July, 
16 in August, seven in September and five 
in October. These are ‘“‘subject to be run 
by any bicycle club.”

Sharp Recoveries in Prices Caused by 
Washington Connections Appear- 
ing as Liberal Buyers 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 2.—In the face of a 
diplomatic situation certainly more critical 
than at any time since the tension became 
acute, stock market prices were stubbornly 
firm this morning. At the opening of busi- 
ness, while traces of great nervousness 
were apparent, there were no signs of that 
demoralization which was the common ex- 
pectation. While declines then took place 
which extended from % to over 2 points 
there wae little excitement, and it soon 
appeared that there were supporting orders 
in many stocks. This last circumstance 


alarmed the floating short interest, who 
were in full retreat before the close of 
the first hour, causing many sharp recover- 
ies. This tendency was furthered by the 
appearance of houses with close Washing- 
ton connections as buyers of stocks, which 
circumstance gave rise to vague rumors 
of some more pacific turns in the diplomatic 
situation, but these reports found no trust- 
worthy confirmation. The disposition to 
close out contracts in view of the grave 
possibilities of the situation was naturally 
common and on the other hand commission 
houses had few orders, showing the ab- 
sence of a considerable outgjde interest in 
the market. 

The early cable advices showed irregular 
changes in the American department of 
the 1.ondon market. English consols were, 
however, materially lower, and Spanish 4 
per cents broke sharply. The first quota- 
tion for United States 43 showed no change 
from yesterday’s level, but in later trans- 
actions a decline of one point was noted. 
The pronounced strength of St. Paul must 
be mentioned in connection with the firm- 
ness of the general market. That stock 
held firm during the early weakness, and 
its strength was not without effect else- 
where in the market. Sugar Refining shares, 
Union Pacific preferred and the Northern 
Pacifics. were the most active features of 
the market. The market advanced rapidly 
in the final dealings, when the highest 
prices of the day were recorded. The bank 
statement was conetrued favorably, while 
the rumors of some pacific turn in negotia- 
tions with Spain werc persistently re- 
peated. 

For sudden alterations wf tone and for 
wide variations in prices the stock market 
of the week has been remarkable. Specula- 
tive sentiment has been exclusively swayed 
by the acute diplomatic situation, and the 
market has responded to each actual and 
rumored change therein. 

It is not altogether clear why a war with 
Spain should permanently derange the 
country’s trade. 

The extent and resources of this country 
are so vast that not only can there be but 
one issue to such a conflict, but as a matter 
of fact only an infinitesimal part of the 
population will be actually engaged in the 
war, and that part is a non-producing clase. 

Turning from the stock market, which 
has become little more than a place for 
the making of wagers on the chances for 
peace or war, to the actual situation, which 
will in the end reassert its supremacy. We 
find little that is not encouraging. It is 
true that the Southern ports like Siew Or- 
leans and Savannah report some falling off 
in their export trade as a result of the in- 
creased freight and insurance charges in- 
cidental to the present situation, but the 
decrease in this respect is after all only 
relative. The first quarter of the business 
year, closed on Thursday, shows the small- 
est number of business failures and the 
least liabilities resulting therefrom fm four 
years. The unusual activity in the iron and 
steel trades, already a conspicuous feature 
of the situation, is augmented rather than 
Otherwise by the war probabilities. Bank 
clearances and railway traffic returns con- 
firm the other indications of good business 
conditions, as yet, but slightly checked by 
the possibilities of war. During the week 
the engagements of gold for import have 
exceeded $8,000,000, and while the higher 
rates for money continues to-forcé out the 
sterling bills carried in this market, it ts 
believed that upward of $25,000,000 of these 
bills remain to be liquidated, which will 
involve the shipment here of approximately 
that amount of European gold. 

At the close of the week money on call 
advanced to 6 per cent, at which rate all 
form of time accommodation are now held. 
Still it must be recalled that this represents 
the timidity of money jenders rather than 
actual money market stringency. 

The present is a time when the exercises 
of caution in speculative ventures is de- 
sirable, but it is also a time when cool 
judgment, with an admixture of boldness, 
is pretty certain to be profitable to those 
possessed of these attributes.

DAMAGE EXAGGERATED 


FRUITS: AND VEGETABLES NOT 
FROST-NIPPED SO BADLY 
AS REPORTED. 


LITTLE HARM IN THE SOUTH. 


The Worst Reports Come From the 
Fort Smith District on Potatoes 
and Garden Truck. 


The wide circulation given to reperts & 
week ago of serious damage to fruits and 
vegetables throughout the South through 
late severe frosts or blizzards have led many 
to believe that such crops will be small. 
Late reports from many points where the 
losses were reported disclose a very differ- 
ent state of affairs. 

Texas, where the peach, pear, plum and 
other fruit trees were done blooming, and 
the fruit just set, was regarded as in @ 
most critical condition, and the trees una- 
ble to resist such a temperature as was 
reported, or even a less severe one. Strange- 
ly enough, many of the big shipping towns 
in the State report no damage at all 
through Jack Frost. Covering t matter 
the firm of P. M. Kirby yesterday received 
the following letter from N.C. Gragard, 
President of the Jacksonville Horticultur 
Association. This place bas several shi 
ping associations and ships annually big 
crops of peaches, plums, small fruits, vege- 
ables, etc.: ' 

“oo local shipping association has 7b 
members,. representing over 500, trees, 
two-thirds of which are now ‘bearing, and 
fully 300 acres devoted to vegetables—chiefly 
tomatoes -and cantaloupes. The outlook for 
fruit is not so good, owing to the ravages 
of the canker worm, which we have worked 
hard to eradicate and with some success. 
As to the vegetables the outlook is all that 
could be desired. The general opinion is 
that frost did but very little damage to 
fruit here.’’ 

Other sections of the State may have suf- 
fered somewhat, but the big producing dis- 
tricts—at least in Northeast Texas—seem 
to have escaped. 

The big growing crops of small fruits and 
vegetabies throughout. ‘Mississippl seem to 
have suffered but very Httle. Five-cent cot- 
ton in the South has driven a good many 
into truck farming, and the increase has 
been more marked in Mississippi than_in 
any other State. The tomato crop in Mis- 
sissippi, Texas, Tennessee and Arkansas 
will ‘be the largest ever grown in these 
States, and peas, beans and some other ar- 
ticles might be added to tomatoes in the 
States named. The strawberry fields were 
white twith bloom and in many instances 
the berries half grown in Arkansas, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, Southern ‘INinois and 
Southeast Missouri, and such were cut off, 
reducing the supply probably 20 per cent 
and making the crops two weeks later. The 
(Mississippi crop, too, had a setback through 
adverse ‘weather and several dangerousiy 
cold snaps. 

The most alarming report covering the 
damage to fruits, vegetables, etc., recelved 
here of late came a few days ago from 
Ft. Smith, Ark., a famous shipping dis- 
trict, especially for early Irish potatoes. 
Potatoes are reported 60 per cent rotten 
and 2 per cent under water now. All 
vegetables, 60 to 80 per cent gone. Straw- 
berries, 40 per cent destroyed, and two to 
three weeks late, etc. 


The cabbage market, which has been 
hopelessiy demoralized for so long, is at 
last getting into good shape, and shipments 
from both the South and East will soon 
be coming this way again. Florida cabbage, 
which was down to sae ich charges a week 
ago, will bring now double this figure, and 
within a week it is predicted that a paying 
market will be visible. A further advance 
on all grades is looked for within a week. 
The dig offerings from the Bast are no 
longeft insight, and an advance of $% a ton 
has set in on the HKastern receipts the past 
three days. J 


Fully half of the offerings of tomatoes 
here the past week were from Tampico, 
Mexico. and the remainder from Florida. 
As a rule Porida has the markets of the 
country all to herself, at this time, and also 
through January, February and March, 
but the several severe frosts in the State 
during the winter knocked them out, to- 
gether with various other early products, 
which she successfully ships during the 
winter. She is still almost alone in sup- 
plying all the big cities of the countries 
with strawberries—although her crop suf- 
fered aternetey through ‘droughts and 
frosts, reducing her supplies fully 35 to 40 
per cent.

BULLS KEPT ON EDGE 


WHEAT MARKET INCLINED TO 
DROOP UNLESS CONSTANT- 
LY WATCHED. 


TALK OF THE LOCAL GRAIN PIT. 


Spanish-American Situation Mainly 
Responsible for the Fluctua- 
tions of Last Week. 


The local wheat market was nervous and 
erratic last week, but the tendency was 
steadily upward. There has been a decided 
change in the prevailing sentiment in the 
pit and traders are not so generally bearish 
in their opinions as they were a week ago. 


Many of the erstwhile bears became con- 
vinced that the market was oversold, but 
there was no disposition to load up at pres- 
ent prices. Indications on. Saturday were 
that the shorts were well covered, and any 
attempt on the part of the longs to realize 
will be followed by a slump. 

The shorts have been frequently run to 
cover, but in spite of the vigorous suppert 
furnished by the bull clique, both here and 
in Chicago, which city continues to be the 
ane sustaining influence in the mar- 

et, prices are inclined to droop unless con- 

stantly bolstered. The frequent fluctua- 
tions are so plainly the result of manipu- 
lation that outsiders ere afraid to take 
hold, and the trading is almost altogether 
on the scalping order. 
The marked reduction in the flodr output 
and the meager demand for cash wheat fur- 
nish convincing proof that the present level 
of values are not warranted. Exports. are 
larger than they were a year ago. There 
has been a strong sympathy at times be- 
tween the wheat market and New York 
stocks, and the Spanish-American situa- 
tion was responsible to some extent for the 
frequent fluctuations. While the fear of 
war may temporarily improve the foreign 
markets it will eventually react and cause 
lower prices on this side. 

Traders recognize for the esent the 
market is entirely in the hands of a few 
individuals, ‘but the grain trade is too great 
to be long controlled by one interest and 
prices are bound in time to seek their 
proper level. Every day is bringing a new 
crop nearer and thereby lessening the dan- 
ger of a shortage in supplies for the pres- 
ent season. The longs are unloadi at 
every convenient opportunity, but rally to 
the support of May wheat on asery break, 

The Chicago crowd has recently disposed 
of a large amount of cash wheat, but still 
holds a tremendous quantity. 

The millions of ‘bushels in the hands of 
the clique and the possibility tiait it may 
be dumped upon the market at any time 
are a constant menace to the smaller hold- 
ers. 

Russian ehipments are enlarging at a 
time when it was claimed they would be 
completely exhausted. English farmers’ 
deliveries continue heavy and the United 
Kingdom is now practically independent of 
America. Argentine shipments continue 
heavy, and the —, is better n ex- 
pect In spite of the heavy shipments 
the visible supply at the principal ports is 
rapidly increasing. 

Australia, instead of being an importer, 
has wheat to spare, and India will soon be 
an important source of supply. Exports 
from that country are comparatively light. 
They are drawn from the reserves of old 
wheat, as the harvest has just begun, but 
all advices ree that the present crop will 
be a record breaker and the extreme pov- 
erty prevailing in that country will insure 
an early movement to market. The crop 
prospects in oer are bright, the winter 
wheat acreage is arge and the weather is 
favorable. 

On this side the prospects are equally en- 
couraging. While there are complaints of 
damage by the late frosts in unlimited 
areas, the general condition of winter wheat 
appears unusually promising. There are 
complaints of drouth in some portions of 
California, but this Was true to a much 
greater extent last year. The visible sup- 
ply is not decreasing as rapidly as it did 
a year ago. The BPuropean visible supply 
is increasing and Liverpool stocks are 
steadily growing larger. 

e amount of wheat on passage is more 
than dovwble what it 'was a year ago. 
ceipts at primary points are heavy, al- 
though local receipts show a decided fall- 


ng off. 

Speculation in oats is practically at a 
etandstill. The cash demand is good and 
prices are well maintained. Receipts and 
offerings of cash oats are light and meet 
with ready sale at good prices. The visible 
supply of oats is also beginning to show a 
decrease. 

The flour market continues dull ana drag- 
ging. There is some foreign inquiry, du, at 
unremunerative prices, and mills are con- 
stantly closing down on account of the lack 
of orders and high price of wheat.
